This 
club  has  for  its  purpose  the  promoting  of  the  religious,  intellectual,  moral,  and  social 
standards  of  students. 

The  Newmanites,  however, 
know  full  well  that  they  cannot  work  alone;  therefore  they  lean  on  their  beloved 
Alma  Mater  for  support.

Miss  Dollerhide  was  elected  first  president  and  was  able  to  lead  the  society 
through  its  initial  term  in  excellent  style.  Since  that  first  term,  the  Eclectic  Literary 
Society  has  been  getting  its  share  of  the  laurels  offered  in  intersociety  contests  at 
the  Normal. 

In  athletics,  the  society  has  been  outstanding,  at  present  holding  the  S.  and  H. 
Kaffie  loving  cup.  For  two  successive  years,  her  basketball  squad  has  won  the 
annual  intersociety  basketball  tournament. 

In  debating,  the  supporters  of  the  Purple  and  Gold  have  covered  themselves 
with  glory.  This  year  they  entered  the  finals  against  their  old  rivals  the  Seekers 
After  Knowledge,  and  received  one  vote. 

The  halls  of  the  college  auditorium  have  rung  with  the  voices  of  orators 
and  declaimers  from  E.  L.  S.  for  the  last  thirty-five  years,  and  many  have  been 
the  medals  presented  these  worthy  boys  and  girls. 

In  short,  it  may  be  said  here  that  E.  L.  S.  has  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of  in 
its  history;  and  its  members  are  looking  forward  to  a  future  filled  with  the  best  in 
the  field  of  literary  endeavor.

From  this  small  beginning,  the  Modern  Culture  Club  has  grown  until  today 
it  is  considered  as  one  of  the  outstanding  influences  in  literary  advancement  at  the 
college.  Time  and  again,  M.  C.  C.  has  won  in  debate,  in  oratory,  in  declamation, 
and  in  basketball.  Every  contest  finds  her  loyal  supporters  anxiously  awaiting  their 
opportunity  to  uphold  the  Green  and  White. 


With  this  "do-or-die"  spirit,  which  has  ever  been  evident  within  her  circle, 
the  Modern  Culture  Club  has  resolved  to  go  forward  and  upward  in  the  literary 
field  at  the  Normal.

HISTORY  OF  THE  CASPARI  LITERARY  CLUB

THE  Caspari  Literary  Club  began  its  existence  in  the  fall  of  1917. 
then,  it  has  always  taken  an  active  part  in  all  intersociety  contests. 
The  society  is  named  after  the  Honorable  Leopold  Caspari  who  was  instru- 
mental in  having  Natchitoches  selected  as  the  sight  for  the  State  Normal  School.  Mr. 
Caspari,  originally  from  France,  came  to  the  United  States  in  1849,  and  settled  in 
Cloutierville,  Natchitoches  Parish.  In  1858,  he  moved  to  Natchitoches  where  he 
resided  until  death. 

Mr.  Caspari  was  one  of  the  leading  spirits  in  the  building  of  the  railroad 
from  his  home  town  to  connect  with  the  T.  &  P.  at  Cypress,  and  was  president  of 
the  road  from  the  time  of  its  construction  until  it  was  purchased  by  the  T.  &  P.  It 
was  through  Mr.  Caspari's  effort  that  this  transfer  was  made. 

Mr.  Caspari  died  in  1915,  in  his  eighty-fifth  year.  The  entire  student  body 
of  the  Normal  attended  the  funeral  in  a  body  to  pay  their  respects  to  the  memory 
of  him  in  whose  death  the  Normal  College  realized  the  loss  of  one  of  its  staunchest 
friends. 

The  three  large  literary  societies  doing  literary  work  at  the  Normal  were  re- 
lieved in  1917  by  the  formation  of  a  new  society  for  lower  class  students.  This 
society  took  for  itself  the  name  of  Caspari  Literary  Club,  in  respectful  remembrance 
of  Captain  Caspari.  A  year  later  due  to  the  decrease  of  the  student  body  caused 
by  the  war,  the  Caspari  Literary  Club  was  united  with  the  Mortar  Board.  In  the 
fall  of  1919,  the  high  school  students  separated  their  society  from  the  Normal  Literary 
Societies ;  and  the  Caspari  Literary  Club  became  a  higher  society  of  equal  standing 
with  S.A.K.,  E.  L.S.,  and  M.C.C.  During  its  first  year  as  a  higher  society,  C.L.C. 
won    the    girls'    singles    in    tennis    from    S.A.K.    and    first    place    in    intersociety 

declamation.

State  Normal  College  Fire  Brigade 


THE  FlRE  BRIGADE  was  organized  at  the  State  Normal  College  seVeral  years 
ago  when  it  became  evident  to  the  authorities  of  the  institution  that  some  means 
of  protection  was  needed  to  insure  the  old  wooden  frame  buildings  from  fire. 
The  organization  has  been  developed  largely  through  the  influence  and 
interest  of  Professor  Hanssler,  until  today  it  represents  one  of  the  most  efficient  of 
its  kind  found  at  any  educational  center  in  the  country. 

The  general  equipment  of  the  fire  brigade  is  valued  at  approximately  $3000, 
and  includes  four  hose  carts  equipped  with  2,400  feet  of  hose,  four  ladders,  equip- 
ment for  thirty  men,  a  life  net,  and  other  necessities  for  fighting  fires. 

Sixty  fire  extinguishers  have  been  placed  at  convenient  places  in  all  the 
buildings  at  the  college,  and  are  inspected  at  regular  intervals  by  the  members  of  the 
brigade. 

Classes  in  Fire  Brigade  are  held  each  term,  and  a  regular  credit  in  physical 
education  is  given.  The  organization  generally  meets  every  Tuesday  afternoon. 
At  this  time,  practical  drills  in  fighting  fires  are  given.  The  constitution  states  that 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  members  to  be  prompt  at  all  meetings;  on  every  alarm  of 
fire  to  assemble  at  the  hose  house  without  delay,  and  assist  in  getting  the  apparatus 
to  the  fire  and  in  readiness  for  operation  as  soon  as  possible. 

Although  there  has  never  been  a  disastrous  fire  at  the  Normal  since  the 
Fire  Brigade  has  been  organized,  it  is  believed  that  in  case  of  such  a  fire  the  mem- 
bers of  the  organization  would  prove  a  vital  factor  in  the  saving  of  lives  and 
property.
